The United States Arbor Day 


Commemorative Stamp 


N April 22 of this year 

American philatelists looked 

upon a new commemorative 

issued in commemoration 

of the sixtieth anniversary 
of the foundation of Arbor Day. This 
stamp was placed on sale at Nebraska 
City, Nebraska, where Julius Sterling 
Morton, founder of Arbor Day, lived. 
The stamp is the same size as the reg- 
ular 2-cent stamp, and on each side 
are two trees the _ intertwining 
branches of which form an arbor. The 
center design shows a boy and girl 
planting a tree. 

The great President (Teddy) Roose- 
velt had this to say of Arbor Day: 

“Arbor Day (which means simply 
‘Tree Day’) is now observed in every 
state in our Union—and mainly in the 
schools. At various times, from 
January to December, but chiefly in 
the month of April, you give a day 
or part of a day to special exercises 
and perhaps to actual tree planting, 
in recognition of the importance of 
trees to us as a Nation, and of what 
they yield in adornment, comfort, and 
useful products to the communities in 
which you live.” 

Although Arbor Day is one of the 
newest of our American holidays, its 
institution is merely the revival of an 
ancient custom. It is said that the 
Aztecs always planted a tree when an 
infant came into the world, and gave 
it the child’s own name. And the old 
Mexican Indians plant trees on certain 
days of the year, under the full moon, 
naming them after their children. 

There is a similar custom of long 
standing in certain parts of rural 

rmany, where each member of each 
family plants a tree with appropriate 
ceremonies at Whitsuntide, forty days 
after Easter. 

Some unknown seeker after truth

of the fifth century an account of an 
early and curious institution of Arbor 
Day. It seems that the people of a 
little Swiss town called Brugg assem- 
bled in council and resolved to plant a 
forest of oak trees on the common. 
The first rainy day thereafter the 
citizens began their work. They dug 
holes in the ground with canes and 
sticks, and dropped an acorn into each 
hole, tramping the dirt over it. More 
than twelve sacks were sown*in this

way, and after the work was done 
each citizen received a wheaten roll 
as a reward. 

For some reason the work was all 
in vain, for the seed never came up. 
Perhaps the acorns were laid too close 
or too deep, or it might have been 
that the tramping of so many feet had 
packed the earth too firmly. What- 





once discovered in a Swiss chronicle 


ever the cause, the acorns refused to 


sprout, and the townspeople sowed the 
same ground with rye and oats, and 
after harvest they tried the acorn 
planting again—this time in another 
way—by plowing the soil and sowing 
the acorns in the furrows. But again 
the “great oaks” refused to grow; 
grass came up instead, and the people 
were disappointd. But an oak grove 
they were determined to have, so af- 
ter this second failure a few wise men 
put their heads together and decided 
to gain the desired result by trans- 
planting. A day was appointed in Oc- 
tober, and the whole community, men, 
women, and children, marched to the 
woods, dug up oak saplings, and 
transplanted them on the common. At 
the close of the exercises each boy 
and girl was presented with a roll, 
and in the evening the grown people 
had a merry feast in the town hall. 

This time the trees grew. The peg- 
ple of Brugg were pleased and satis- 
fied, and instituted the day of tree- 
planting as a yearly holiday. 

Every year as the day came around 
the children formed in line and 
marched to the oak grove, bringing 
back twigs or switches, thus proving 
that the oaks were thriving, and 
every year at the close of the parade 
the rolls were distributed to be eaten 
in remembrance of the day. This fes- 
tival still exists and is known as “The 
Switch Parade”. 

The first call to attention in this 
country (U. S.) was through the wise 
observation of Mr. George P. Marsh, 
for many years our representative in 
foreign courts of Italy and Turkey. 
Here, in Europe he found that almost 
all the countries were, through the 
governments, endeavoring to rehabi- 
litate their forests. He saw, that by 
replanting in season, there would al- 
ways—as long as man lived—be an 





abundance of forests. Soon he wrote 
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a book called “The Earth and Man” 
in which he devoted a huge chapter 
to the “Woods”, always stressing his 
point of the necessity of adopting 
methods of saving our forests. 

Some other great men took up the 
hue and cry for help until it reached 
the right spot. But the official father 
of the movement was Julius Sterling 
Morton, afterward Secretary of Agri- 
culture during President Cleveland’s 
second term. 

This American agriculturist and 
statesman was born at Adams, New 
York, on the 22nd of April, 1832. He 
was graduated from Union College in

1854 and removed to Nebraska City 
in 1855, where he was editor of the 
Nebraska City News. In 1856-57 he 
was a member of the Territorial legis- 
lature, and in 1858 secretary of the 
Territory. Upon the resignation of 
Governor Richardson in 1858 he acted 
as governor, and in 1893-97 was Sec- 
retary of Agriculture under President 
Cleveland. He was the originator of 
Arbor Day and an active member of 
various agricultural and horticultural 
societies. 

He set aside April 10th, 1872, as 
“tree-planting day”. There were some 
members of the board who contended 
for the name “Sylvan Day”, but Mr. 
Morton talked them out of this title. 
The resolution was finally adopted 
which recommended the people 
throughout the state (of Nebraska) 
plant trees on the day named, and of- 
fered a prize of $100 to the agricul- 
tural society of that county which 
should plant properly the largest 
number of trees. To the person plant- 
ing the largest number of trees a 
farm library worth $25 was offered. 
More than one million trees were 
planted throughout Nebraska on the 
first Arbor Day. 

In 1874 the governor officially pro- 
claimed the second Wednesday of 
April as Arbor Day. In 1885 April 
the 22nd was designated as Arbor 
Day and made a holiday. In 1876 
Michigan and Minnesota followed 
suit and in 1887 the Education De- 
partment of Ontario ordered that the 
first Friday in May should be set 
aside. New York did not fall in line 
until 1888 when on April 30th it is- 
sued an act making the first of May 
— throughout the state as Arbor

We quote: “It is common practice in the Lat- 
in American republic to frank government 
correspondence without the use of ‘“‘Official’’ 
stamps, inside the country, using envelopes 
printed to show that the contents are official 
correspondence and with the official seal of 
the office sending out such mail, stamped on 
the envelope. This is similar to our use of 
“penalty” envelopes in this country. But the 
Postal Union does not recognize such frank- 
power in the international mails, and 
foreign mail has to be prepaid with stamps. 
That is why the Latin-American republics 
have their official stamps, and will probably 
explain the mystery about the use of the Mex- 
ican -official stamps, which you have under 
consideration in Linn’s Weekly”. We thank 
Mr. Shock for his very helpful information.

An interesting letter from F. B. 
McGown of Toledo, explains the rea- 
son for the poor and mis-printed pre- 
cancels that came from that office for 
awhile. It seems at first they had a 
local printer do the work, then in 
order to expedite matters, or rather 
the post office officials thought it 
would, they purchased a cylinder press 
of some sort. Mr. McGown says it 
resembled a multigraph. This re- 
quired a curved plate which was of 
100 subjects. The letter does not state 
and I do not know whether this was 
a new plate, or if it was possible to 
make the old plate to fit this press. 
Anyhow the clerk that delivered the 
stamps to the local printer was in 
the habit of taking the day off when 
this occurred, and oddly enough when 
the new press arrived he was elected 
to operate it. It turned out that he 
knew nothing about its operation and 
eared less. According to Mr. McGown 
he had stamps in his hair, in the 
rollers of the press, on the floor in 
fact all over the place and herewith 
was the reason for the double prints,

You are clever in bringing that in, 
my boy, but it will not lead us to 
boast of the part we took in helping 
Jefferson to force that document on 
the Convention of States at a time 
when the nation was almost disinte- 
grated. I should like to speak of a 
matter of far greater importance. 

There is constant and bitter com- 
plaint among you of the long depres- 
sion which you are passing through, 
and the need for the average citizen 
to do without so many of the neces- 
sities of life. Necessities! You are 
simply being temporarily deprived of 
things which your parents and grand- 
fathers never had, and I suspect that 
it is the struggle to keep the wolf 
from the garage door that accounts 
for much complaint. Am I correct, 
John? 

You are indeed! Sir, let me tell 
you a little of conditions in the early 
days. The first census, in 1790, gave 
the country four million people. In 
that year there were but 75 post- 
offices, and the total of all revenue 
collected to maintain the government 
was $38,000. 

We had no street cars, trains or 
autos, no telegraph or telephone, no 
movies, or a thousand other things 
that you of today count as absolute 
necessities.

The Canadian Postal Department, 
not being satisfied with issuing a 10c 
stamp which is rumored to be a part 
of the 1927 issue, and issuing another 
surcharged stamp (the majority of 
which are now in the hands of collec- 
tors and dealers) are now supplying 
the Post Offices in Canada with the 
1922 issue of the $1.00 Orange. 

Apparently, there will be no further 
supplies of the present $1.00 Green 
Rocky Mountain issue, for the present 
at least. 

This particular stamp, in used con- 
dition is one of the most elusive items 
I have ever had to chase. There is 
no dealer in Toronto with more than 
a few average copies, unless of course 
they are holding them back for a 
price raise. Good copies of the Rocky 
Mountain stamp shot up to 35c each, 
and in all probabilities will go to 50c 
in a short time. 

The Postage Meter in Canada is 
making its presence widely felt here, 
when one seeks the higher valued 
stamps. Quite often when running 
through a mixture, one will come 
across meter cancellations for amounts 
up to $2.00, while in the olden days 
one would find the good old postage 
stamp. For the amount of $1.00 
stamps used here, there is really no 
need for a stamp of this denomina- 
tion. Sooner or later, the Postal De- 
partment will realize this. 

Canadian stamps are still holding 
their position in the favor of collec- 
tors, however, several of the recent is- 





sues selling for as high as three times 
Catalog. That’s a mark to aim at. 
What think you?

WHAT By the time this copy of 
NEXT Linn’s Weekly is in _ the 
hands of our readers all of 
you will have seen the new Arbor Day 
Stamp and its merits will have been 
judged by thousands of collectors.

If the letter rate is advanced to 3c 
the lower value of the Olympic 
Stamps should be 3c instead of 2c 
while the 5c stamp would doubtless 
be changed to a 7c or an 8c value. 

No doubt this matter is causing the 
postoffice department no little worry 
for the stamps are announced for 
June 1st, just a month away and as 
has been stated, the necessary stamps 
can not be prepared and issued in a 
few days’ time and if we have a 3c 
postage rate on letters a 2c Olympic 
stamp would seem like a joke. 

All of which also reminds us that 
collectors who are planning to get 
covers for first day of these new 
stamps should get busy at once and 
place their orders. 


THAT OLYMPIC The Official 
POSTER Olympic Poster 
Picture appear- 
ing in a large advertising poster, ap- 
pearing as small gummed labels for 
attaching to letters and parcels also 
offered now on envelopes and printed 
in several colors is in our opinion an 
exceedingly poorly designed bit of 
work. The central figure, a boy, ap- 
pears more like a girl in form, the 
figure seems to be or appears pigeon- 
toed or knock kneed. As an art sub- 
ject it lacks much and as a piece of 
artistic printing it lacks still more. 
However, the design is official, spe- 
cially prepared envelopes with the ad- 
dition of the words “First Day Cover” 
are available and are being offered by 
numerous dealers who offer to supply 
such covers. These envelopes are of 
much interest as they also have an 
official Olympic watermark and will 
add much of interest if nothing of 
beauty to any collection of these 
stamps. 


THE EDITOR’S MAIL FOR APRIL 
brought a postal card which is 
quite peculiar in more ways than 
one. It is written in pencil, un- 
signed, yet bears information and 
news which if correct is of more 
than passing interest. Besides the 
lack of signature so that we may 
know from whom the card comes it 
got through the mail without a can- 
cellation and thus we are further in 
the dark as to the origin of the 
card. 

However it is dated April 18 and 
advises that a 2c Bicentennial stamp 
was used at Conshoken, Pa., on De- 
cember 21, 1931, also that an Ar- 
bor Day stamp was used at Wood- 
bury, N. J., on April 18th. If these 
be earliest dates of use for these 
two stamps, the ponsarees depart- 
ment has been slickered again.

Isaac Taylor, a postoffice clerk of 
Ephrata, Pa., writes that he found 
two sheets of the 4c Bicentennial with 
broken circle at bottom as reported in 
the April 9th issue of this paper. 


Smuggling on a large scale was re- 
cently discovered by the postoffice de- 
partment due to the raise in rates on 
second class mail matter mailed to 
foreign countries. Large numbers of 
newspapers have always been mailed 
abroad by foreigners in this country 
to their families and friends at home. 
The advance in rates caught hundreds 
of them in the act of smuggling, for 
papers mailed without sufficient post- 
age at the new rates have been held 
up and sent to the Dead Letter Office 
at Washington. In examining these 
papers for return addresses so that 
the sendcrs ceuld be notified to remit 
additional postage it was found that

If the practice is approved 
by the Union it is most probable that 
a war of words on postage stamps will 
result between the countries of Latin 
America.
